United State* last year goods valued 
at $775».O0O.O0O, on which a tariff tax 
of $229,000,000 w^as collected by the 
United States Government, hut the 
unparalleled outrage is that the pro- 
ducers In the United States of thf 
thirteen billion dollars' worth of 
goods were enabled beeanse of the 
protective tariff to increase tbe price 
of their poods so that they made 
ninety-two n illlons of consumers pay 
them a tribute of about four billions 
of dollars.
